combination system, ‘Tho iden of the 
power which theso give them, has a 
poculiar fascination for them: and other 
Easterns, but those to whom they 
might listen, as the authorities of the 
Customs, should, wo think, refrain 
from oven inferentially praising theie 
habits of combining.

Now we believe that iu 1880 the Shang. 
hai Silk adoptod a now way of 
doing business, Having mado their 
purchases in the country they sold the 
Silk ou its arrival bere at market 
, instead of, as in former years, 
combining to hold for higher rates 
than exporters could afford to give. 
The Canton Silk trade did not fare so 
well as that of Shanghai. ‘Cho export 
fll off 6,000 peculs are compared with 
1879, partly owing to changes in 
fashion wt home, but chiefly to tho 
Silk being brought to markel in a

‘THE INPERIAL FUNERAL. 
‘Tas interesting aud graphic description 
we published in our last issue of the 
faneral of Hor Into Majesty the Empress- 
Dowager, is one which might have 
been written with scarcely any altera- 
tion about every display of state and 
circumstance in China, Be the event 
a faueral, ® wedding, or an official 
procession of any character whatovor, 
there is always ono featuro which 
strikes « foreign observer; and that 
is, the strange mixture of pomp and 
sqaalor which such a spectacle presents. 
‘Wo have horsomen in flowing garments, 
the brillianoy of whoso colouring is 
only equalled by the poverty and chenp- 
ness of the material. Hundreds of 
ponies aro employed, the principal 
characteristics of which aro their froway, 
ungroomed conte, the clumsiness of 
thoir caparisons, aud the badness of 
their condition generally, Nothing 
like a procession, a8 we understand it, 
is soon in Ching. There is nothing that 
appronobes to the ‘walking ceremony” 
which is considered so indispensable in 
tho West. ‘The procossionists stragglo 
along, some trotting, some ambling, 
some Ingging behind, according to the 
fancy of each man ; long and unsightly 
gaps occur in tho liue of march, and 
the effect of the whole is generally des- 
troyed by strings of unwieldy waggons, 
piled high with heterogenous articles, 
and covered with grout shects of bamboo 
matting. All is cheapness, poverty, and 
pinchbeck. Vast sums of money aro 
squandered on these occasions, and an 
incredible amount of fatigue endured by 
those who participate in the solemnity ; 
for with all their love of show,—as 
they understand it—the Chineso have 
absolutely uo idoa of comfort, and aro 
contont to spend in tawdry trappings 
that which if invested in decent accom- 
modation for the men and animals that 
holp to swell the procession would save 
not only serious inconveniences, but 
often many lives. It is notorious that 
an enormous percentage of horses die 
before they can roturn to the Capital 
aftor one of theso solemn jaunts, and 
mandarius of the highest standing have 
boon constantly subjected to exposure 
which has brought on serious illnesses 
and sometimes hastened their end. 
Another point was also very aptly 
touched upon by our Specinl Corres- 
pondent. Here is a Government, he 
wrote, said to be patriarchal, which 
can compel its subjects throughout the 
Empire to endure personal discomfort 
and forego many inuocont and reason- 
able conyenionces for mouths on an 
Ocension of national monruing, while it 
forbids thom even to presume to look 
Upon anything sanctified by the Im. 
Perial presence. The question is not, 
Of course, whether the public displays 
of Imperial stato are worth looking nt

‘TRADE IN PERING. 


A sort timo ago we discussed in these 
colunins dhe question whether, by virtue 
of Article XII in the Treaty of Tien- 
tsin, foreigners had any right to 
establish mercantile establishments in 
tho Capital of China, It will be re. 
membered that, in tho article devoted 
to this subject, we expressed a cautious 
opinion that the phraso “ports, and 
other places,” might bear an interpre- 
tation favourable to the privilege in 
‘The question does uot arise 
now for tho first time; aud as our 
attention kas been directed to au 
authoritative doliverauce upon the sub- 
ject, made by tho presout Minister for 
tho United Kingdom, wo conceive it 
our duty to lay his explanation of tho 
mutter bofore tho public, The Treaty 
was framed with his assistance, when 
acting iv cho capacity of Private Secre- 
tary to Lord Elgin; and the Memoran. 
dum from which we are about to quote 
was drawn up by him in December, 
1868, just ten years and a half subse- 
quent to the date of tho Treaty of Tion- 
tsin, aud published in the Blue Book 
of Correspoudouce on tho Revision of 
that Troaty in 1871. ‘The language of 
Sir Thomas Wade is sufficiently distinot 
and definite to need no amplification 
from ourselves ; and is satisfactory, in 
eo far that it recognises the ambignity 
of tho phrase in question, and its 
liability to be miscontraed. 

‘The next Article, Article XU, provid 
that British subjects, whether at the po 
or at‘other places, desiring to build or 
‘open houses, warehouses, etc., should make 
their agroments for the laud or buildin, 
they require at the rates prot ing among 
the people, equitably and without exaction 
on cither side. ‘The words ‘ other places? 
are hela by a large proportion of British 
subjects, if not by the entire community,

The narrator's domestic troubles are 
very amusingly described. He has not

No clue 
is given to the subsequent fortunes of 
our friends ; the Astronaut rises in the 
air from the thick of the fight, containing 
its once-more solitary occupant, who has 
becn suddenly bereft of the wife who 
was to have returned with him to his 
native world. An air of greater eraiscm- 
blance, too, might have been given to the 
book had the author drawn less upon his 
imagination, and taken more advantage of 
what we actually know of the geography 
of Mars, ‘The four continents of Hersehell, 
Secchi, Midler, and Dawes, De la Rue 
Ocean, Jacob Island and Kepler Land, all 
of which, we know, actually exist, might 
have been introduced aud made good use 
of. But the great fault, in our view, lies 
in the unsatisfactary abruptness of the 
finish. The fairest promises of reformation 
are broken off, and vanish in a scene of 
bloodshed. Many other points of interest 
are left unexplained—perhapsintentionally. 
But the Children of Light still hold their 
faith Gemly in the midst of all the rack and 
ruin which befals them, and the last sound: 
that reach the ears of the traveller as his 
Astronaut bears him from them are the

‘THE CONSULAR REPORTS ON TUE TRADE 
OF TILE TREATY PORTS IN 1330, 


Some interesting tables and documents 
are contained in the Cousular Reports upon 
the Trade of the treaty ports of China 
during 1880, which had just been issued 
prior to the dato of our latest advices from 
home. Says a home contemporary, i? 
stimmarising theso reports, “they are all, 
in one respect, satisfactory. ‘They show 
that in spite of increasing competition wo 
are firmly maintaining our hold upon the 
foreign trade of China.” We note that of 
the direct foreign imports into China in 
1880 as much as fifty-four per cent was 
from Great Britain and India, the corres- 
ponding proportion being in 1879, as large 
per cent, and in 1873, 56 per cent, 
and in face of these figures we must 
admit that we cannot quite follow out the 
conclusion come to by the authority we 
have mentioned, which it will be admitted 
is uo mean one when we mention that 
our quotation is from the Economist. If 
what our contemporary meant was that, 
as regards the way in which other uations 
aro progressing or otherwise in the uti- 
lisation of the vast Empire of China as 
a market for their goods, England has 














every reason to be satisfied, it would have 
been quite as easy to say so; the utter 
ance would then have been characterised 
by the utmost simplicity, and there would 
have been uo reason to contradict it or cavil 
with it, In 1880, when, as wo have said, 
the proportion of the direct imports into 
China from Great Britain and India, as 
compared with the whole of the total import 
trade of the Empire of China, was 54 per 
cent., the imports from the United States 
were next in order of importance and only 
constituted 74 per cent. of the whole, or less 
than one-seventh of the value coming from 
England and her possessions. ‘The wholo 
of the continent of Europe, Russia excepted, 
made up a total of only the same amount 
as came from the United States ; and double 
their total alded, which would include im- 
ports from Russia, would make up the full 
amount. With regard to tho distribution 
between the various national flags, of tho 
carrying trade to which the commerce with 
China gives rise, the preponderance of the 
British flag over that of any and every other 
nation is even more observable. The tables 
which are given in these roports, giving 
the tonnage and nationality of vessels 
entored and cleaved ab Treaty ports during 
cach of the years fron 1875 to 1880, show 
that the proportion of British to the total 
tonnage engased has steadily increased 
from 5,167,435 tons, in 1875, out of a total 
of 9,867,641 tons, (or say 52.5 per cent,) to 
9,606,156. tons British out of 15,874,352 
total tonnage in 1880, (or say 60.5 per cent.) 
In other words, while the yross toni 
employed, 3 to these returns, 
which we have no roason to accept as 
otherwise than strictly reliable, has, within 
these five years, increased by nearly two 
thirds of what it was in 1875, England’s 
share in tho traffic has increased in a 
considerably larger degree, and is now 
almost as much as the whole tonnage was 
five years ago. As compared with tho 
figures we havo given concerning British 
shipping, the following table shows how 
American tonnage aud that of some of tho 
other chief nationalities has fared within 
tho same period :—

So that, upon the tonnage employed beloug- 
ing to the nations given above, there is a 
decrease for the five years of 2,389,070. 
The increase of the British tonnage which 
we have already shown, 4,438,721 tons, 
amounts only, although it represents Great 
Britain's share as nearly doubling itself, to 
about two-thirds of the total increase, 
which is 6,006,711 tons. The other third 
of this increase, (1,567.90 tons) plus the 
not decrease of other nations (2,389,070 
tons) noted in the above table, or 
together 3,957,060 tons, is the extent tv 
which the Chinese share of the tonnage of 
the vessels entered and cleared at trowy 
ports has increased from 1875 to 1880. ‘This 
is the most marked increase in the whole 
of the return—from a humble 871,439 tous 
in 1875, to 4,828,499 tons. Within the last 
five years China has uearly sextupted the 
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share her own flag takes in this branch of 
commerce. In 1880, fully 32 per cent of the 
tonnage entered and cleared at the Treaty 
ered as Chinese as against 
Jess than 11 per cent in 1875. It is pointed 
out that this increase has taken place con- 
currently with a rapid decline in the Ameri- 
can tonnage, and that it arises from the 
fact that of recent years Chinese competi- 
tion has deprived the American flag of a 
large percentage of the foreign trade for- 
merly carried on under it, It needs hardly 
tobe remarked, after these figures have 
been written of the increase of the sl 
ping entered and leaving, that foreii 
trade with China grows apace, The 
net value in 1878 of foreign imports 
was £22,924,000; of native exports 
£31,612,000; or together £54,536,000, 
‘The corresponding figures for 1879, were 
£25,767,000, foroign imports; native ex- 
ports £33,555,000, together £59,322,000. 
For last year, a further increase was shown, 
the total value being £61,831,000, made 

of £25,543,000 foreign imports and 
£36,288,000, ‘Three priucipal reasons are 
given in the Consular Report for this ad- 
vancoment of Commerce ; they are,—the 
revival of trade in the West, the abundant 
produce in China of all tho staples of 
exportation and articles of home consump- 
tion, aud the rapid recovery that has 
recently been observable in the provinces 
in the North so long labouring under the 
paralysing effects of the great famine. Mr. 
'T. G. Grosvenor mentions another reason 
which has, only slightly, we think, in the 
past, as compared with what it will yet be 
called upon to do in the futuro in the way 
of opening up the country more and more 
every year to foreign trade, beon observable; 
that is, the improved tone that has been 
mavifested in olticial minds with regard to 
the Transit Pass question. Mr. Grosvenor 
writes in his summary of recent reports 
as follows :~ ‘‘ Doubiless, the increase 
of transit trade in Hankow is due to 
tho increased respect shown by Chinese 
officials for tho passes issued under the 
‘Vroaty negotiations, aud this increased 
respect may be fairly ascribed to the elforts 
made in this direction at Peking, in those 
difficult negotiations which followed the 
disaster known as the Yunnan outrage. ’? 
We have dealt thus generally with the 
Jarger questions raised by these reports. At 
auother time we may refer briefly, in detail, 
to what some of the Consuls have to say 
with regard to such staple articles amongst 
the foreign imports as opium, cotton, 
woullen piece-goods and metals.

The Committee on the matter of be- 
trothal of daughters of Christians gave in 
its report.

1.—Let each church session early instruct 
parents on this matter and warn them 
that if thoy betroth their danghters to 
heathen they are liable to church disci 
line, Also lot sessions give mutual help, 
when there is difficulty in finding a Chris- 
tian husband for a Christian danghter. 

2,—It is best to choose a Christian to act 
as “middle man.” 

3,—Every effort should be made to avoid 
betrothing children when small, 

4,—Conaultation should be held with the 
pastor and elders of the church before be- 
trothal is consummated. 

Let each session <lecide as to how offend- 
ers on these points should be disciplined. 
Tho President decided to ask the Board of 
Missions whether more extensive itinera- 
tion by natives in destitute revions would 
be favoured, and whether funds would be 
granted for the purpose. Each preacher 
was exhorted to give more attention to 
preaching in villages surrounding his 
station, 

‘The narrative of tho stato of religion 
showed that during the last year forty- 
nino communicants had been added, that 
there had been thirty-two deaths,’ that 
six members had been expelled, and that 
tho total number of communicants is now 
six hundred and thirty. Total amount of 
contributions for the year by the eleven 
churches for the Pastors’ Salaries and 
support of the poor, eizht hundred and 
seven dollars. (This is all from tho natives 
except twonty-nine dollars.) Besides dur- 
ing the year the members (native) of these 
eleven churches have given four hundred 
and twenty-nine dollars towards the Pres- 
byterian Academy established in Ningpo. 
Five of the churches aro independent of 
foreign aid. The remaining churches raiso 
from three to nine months of their pastors’ 
salaries, besides supporting their own poor.

The great tramway scheme scems to bo 
almost as far-off of fulfilment as ever. 
Select committees of the Legislative Coun- 
cil sit and wrangle over it from time to 
time and take testimony as to width of 
tracks, number of saine—single or double— 
listen to learned arguments from enyineers 
who never saw a tramway, as to tho best, 
newest, aud most economical methods of 
working it, Gill themselves full of statistics 
of steam, motive powers, endless chains 
and chins, road-beds and ‘prospective pro- 
fits ; but as yet, I boliove, have come to nu 
decision. 

‘The Government (including the Surveyor 
General) do not appear to look upon it 
with any particular favour, ‘They object 
toa double track for the reason that the 
roads in many places are tou narrow, and 
there are various objections to single tracks 
and awitches. ‘The question of who shail 
Keep the balance of tlie road through which 
the tracks pass, in repair, seems also to be 
a sort of stumbling-block’ in the way of an 
amicable settlement ; but we hope presently 
to get over all these difficulties when the 
Governor refuses to grant the charter. The 
Company now proposes to charge 30, 20 
and 10 cents fares. It is hard to see who 
could afford to pay these prices except the 
bloated bondholders, and they as a rule, 
have other modes of conveyance. 

Fearful rumours come to our ears, and 
startling paragraphs are seen in the home 
papers hinting at the return to He

Snidor riflos, ‘he volley firing and march- 
ing wero very good, indeed, and although 
the major portion of the three days’ pro- 
cvedings savoured more of th circus and 
pantomime thau of military manoeuvres 
having for their end real utility in warfare, 
the whole afair praved off well, with but 
one alight accident, and some of the sights 
wero certainly interesting and picturesque. 
Tam eure you would not find room for a 
description of all the items of the pro- 
gramme, were | disposed to write so much, 
which Icertainly am not, I will, therefore, 
content myself by giving an outline only 
of the proceedinge. After the troops had 
been put through a few manuvres 
under foreign arms, the best of which 
was their wheeling, which was a highly 
creditable performance, they retired, 
but only to rexpjesr very soon with 
native weapons. With these they had asham 
fight, and in some of the exhibitions in 
single combat,—for instance, spear versus 
aword and shield,—the meu showed much 
strongth and agility in the use of their 
more agoustomed arms, One stout “Braye,” 







































with sword and shield parried the thrusts 
of a spearman splendidly, and gained much 
applanse when, with a well-timed stroke, 
he completely ‘disarmed his adversary by 
sending his spear flying out of his grij 
whereupon he walked up to the defeated, 
kicked him behind, and turned a somer- 
sault sword in hand. This is a fair sample 
of a large portion of the performance, and 
I personally have to thank the Chi 
soldiers for affording me the opportu 
for many a hearty laugh. ports in- 
cluded target-shooting, both with rifles and 
bows aud arrows, and wrestling and other 
athletic eports, for all of which prizes in the 
form of money as well as medals wero 
awarded.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING OAZETTES, 


October 10th.—(1) En Ch ‘tian reports that 
on the afternoon of the 27th of September 
information was brought to him that a man.

the Ch’ang-an gate on the eastern side of 
the ‘Yellow’ city. ‘The guards on duty had 
warned him off, but he had laid about him 
with his whip, and managed thus to effect 
an entrance, ‘Ho was almost immediately 
arrested, and being questioned, deposed 
that his mame was Sung-shun,’ and that 
he was employed in the Imperial stables. 
Memorialist begs that he may be handed 
over to the Board for severe punishmont, 
and he further prays that the guards on 
duty at the gate in question, as they 
managed to secure the delinquent at once, 
may be graciously excused from the ponal- 
ties to which they have laid themselves 
open by theirfailure to prevent his entrance.

28th. 

(2) The two Brigade-Genorals stationed 
at Ching-chou Fa in Hupei report the death 
of the Manchu Commandant, or ‘Tartar 
Goueral,’ of that station. The deceased 
officer took cold towards the end of August 
last, but, as he was able to attend to his 
official duties, nothing serious was appra- 
hended until’the 13th of September when 
symptoms of diphtheria pronounced them- 
selves. On the following day memorialists 
wenttosee him, and found that though he was 
still conscious, the ond was not far off, He 
had just strength enough remaining, how- 
ever, to deplore tho fact that his untimely 
death deprived him of all opportunity of 
over repaying His Majesty for the many 
favours lavished upon him, and he en- 
trusted memorialists with the duty of for- 
warding his testamentary memorial to the 
Throne.

They had almost every- 
thing in store that they required, transpa- 
rencies, ete. No. 4 Engine would be the 
most dificult to fully fit out, a fact that 
the foreman might have had in his mind in 
raising the question he had brought forward. 

Various officers stated their confidence 
that all their respective Companies would

‘The Chairman said all that was required 
was a meeting of each Company at which a 
small Committee should be empowered to 
bring to him their approval of the general 
plan, and then they could go into details.

It was considered that another 
formal meeting of the oflicers would not 
be necessary. : 

Mr. Wainewright proposed, and it was 
agreed, that this Parade should be taken 
as, and be distinctly announced beforehand 
as’ being, the Annual Parade, and not 
merely a special Parade in honour of the 
Princes. ‘There might be some young 
members who would not care to cume out 
and Parade for the sake of the Princes, but 
who would not fail to be at their posts if 
it were explained that this was the Avnual 
Parade. believed he knew one of that 
kind. 

Te was also agreed that when the arrange- 
ments for the Parade were advertised for 
the information of the Public—which could 
not be until the Princes had arrived here 
~the occupiers and owners of houses 
along the route of the Procession be res- 
etfully requested by the Briyades to 
illuminate their premises. 

With the remark from the Chairman that 
they would also secure as many Bands of 
‘Music as they could get hold of, the pro- 
ceedings, which were most harmonious 
throughout, were brought to a close.

‘The Cuarestax said they were nu doubt all 
aware that when Major Holliday resigned 
the command of the Volunteers it fell to 
him to accept the charge for a few months 
in accordance with the wish of the retiring 
Commandant. He thought the time had 
now arrived when the Corps should be 
called upon to elect a Commandant. He 
had much pleasure in proposing Mr. C. J, 
Holliday of No.1 Company. Mr. Holliday 
was a gentleman who had had a very great 
deal of experience in the Volunteers. He 
had previously been in command of a Che- 
shire Company ; and some time before he

SHANGHAI PAPER HUNT CLUB. 


A meeting was held at the Shanghai Club, 
on ‘Thursday afternoon, of the members 
of the Shanghai Paper Hunt Club, to elect 
Stewards aud pass rules for the coming 
season, ‘There were about forty gontle- 
mon_present—Mr. E.G. Low, Master of 
the Hunt, occupying the chair. 

‘The Claman stated tho purposo of the 
meeting and laid before those present a 
statement of the accounts for the past 
year. A balance had been brought forward 
from the preceding year of $20.74, which, 
with subscriptions from 71 members at $5 
each ($355) made up a local of $375.74; 
out of which there had been expended ton 
prizes for light weights at $15, (150,) and 
five for light weights at the same figure $75 ; 
or, together, $225 for prizes. ‘The expenses 
of advertising, &c., hiring ponies for 
carying the paper, digging ditches and 
0 on were together $111.50, so that thore 
was a balance left in hand at tho end of 
the last year of $39.24. ‘The business of tho 
meeting to-day, afterduly constituting them- 
solves into a Paper Hunt Club for the. year 
and passing the accounts for last year, would 
be to elect Stewards, which would be done 
in the usual manner by ballot. It might be 
borne in mind that the Stewards last year 
were Messrs. E. 0. Arbuthnot, H.W. 
Daniel, who acted as Honorary Secretory, 
W. Howie, A. Ibert, J.J. Keawick, and A. 
MeLeod and himself, Mr. Daniel and Mr. 
Keswick were gone now. Mr. Burkill, who 
had always been one of the Stewards, had 
returned to Shanghai and would no doubt 
be willing to act if elected. For his own 
part, he, the Chairman, thought it would 
be a very wise thing to allow some of the 
young men who had just come out and who 
had “shown themselves very properly 
qualified to act as Stewards, to enter upon 
the duties of the position this year, instead 
of putting all the old names on again yeat 
after year. There were many amongst the 
younger men who had proved themselves ~ 
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forward riders, who knew tho country well, 
and were in every way well qualified to be 
now elected Stewards for the ensuing 
year. From amongst these it was only 
necessary to mention Mr. Wintle and 
Mr. Maitland as very excellent men 
for the duties. ‘They would i 
first to the due constitution of the Hunt 
for the year, and begin with the revision 
of the rales. 

‘The rules were then gone through seria- 
tim. With regard to Rule No, 1 which is to 
the offect that ‘Subscriptions shall be 
limited to $5, and unless paid to the Fund 
by 1st December next, the member shall 
bo considered a defaulter, and be debarred 
the priviloges of the Hunt, but Honorary 
ie. non-riding members, shall be admitted 
at a subscription of $1,” the Chairman 
remarked that it might be as well to 
remind the members that the Secretary 
gave his time and trouble to the Club for 
nothing, out of the kindness of his heart, 
and it was not quite fair that he should have 
the trouble of dunning any of the members 
right on till the end of the seagon. Asa 
rule thesubscriptions werepretty punctually 
paid, but there were a few members who 
allowed their subscriptions to lie over till 
the end of the season, thus not only put- 
ting the Secretary to a considerable and 
unnecessary amount of trouble, but also 
putting the Stowards into the inconvenient 
position of not knowing what they could 
depend upon having in hand at any time. 
In going further through the rules the 
Chairman explained with regard to rule 
No. 12— Prizes shall be given out of the 
funds; tho value to be left to the discretion 
of tho Stewards,” that that rule had been 
beon proved necessary by past experience. 
It was found that the only way to do, to 
secure prizes for all the winners of Hunts, 
was to wait till the end of the season 
and thon divide the money in hand 
equally amongst them. He had one year 
given prizes out as the season went on; and 
the result was that at tho end of tho 
season he found himself with a debit 
balance on the books. 

Therules having been fully 
the Chairman asked if there were any 
proposals for any change in the same or 
any addition. If not he would propose 
that they be adopted as the Rules for the 
season on which the Club was now enter- 
ing 

‘One member asked if the heavy weight 
was changed, 

‘Tho Cuarnstan said no ; it was 12 stone, 
tho same as before. 

Mr. Burgrit seconded tho proposal of 
the Chairman for the adoption of the rules 
as they now stood to be the Rules for the 
coming season, 

Mr. "WALKER said ono question which 
had been suggested to him and a matter on 
which thore had been not a little conversa- 
tion amongst the members last year, was 
why thero was no Papor Hunt on many occa- 
sions when the hounds were out. It was 
all very well for those of the Club who 
were privileged to follow the hounds ; but 
there were a groat many members of the 
Paper Hunt Club who were strongly of 
opinion that they had a right to expect 
that a Papor Hunt should be arranged for 
those days when the hounds were out. 

‘The opinion of the meeting seemed to be 
very much with the speaker, 

‘The Cuarracay said the point would be 
brought before the Stewards, who would 
no doubt give it their utmost attention, 

‘Mr, Suuuivan raised a point with regard 
to the Handicap of the Club, He was at 
a loss to understand why ponies which had 
een ridden in the Hunt during the 
season should be in the handicap. 

The Cnatnuan said there was no rule 
whatever upon the subject. ‘The matter 
was one left entirely, and he thought very 
Properly, with the Stonards,

men who were well enough qualified 
to deal with such a question, It was, 
however, a point not to be settled by his 
opinion but by the mind of tho meeting. 

‘The motion of the Chairman was then 
put and carriod, for the adoption of the old 
rales, 

Mr. Sutuivax then putin shape thus his 
proposition. —‘That no pony shall be quali- 
fied for the Shanghai Paper-Hunt Handi- 
cap unless he has been ridden in that Hunt 
during the season.” 

‘This was seconded by Mr, Brandt and 
next put to the meeting.

Third Day, Friday, 18th November. 

As wo expected, the competition for tho 
Municipal Challenge Cup held to-day was 
a great attraction to the Volunteers, the 
conditions as to its becoming the property 
absolutely of any competitor winning it 
three times in all, or twice consecutively 
bringing out those still amongst the active 
members of the corps, who have been 
successful before in carrying off the hand- 
some tropy. As many as 23 competitors 
did their level best to come in the winners 
of one or other of the prizes, the second 
prize being the not-insigniticant ono of 
three-fourths of the entry money. Tho 
conditions were 500 and 600 yards, seven 
shots at each, the highest possible score 
being thus 70. Of this maximum obtainable, 
Private C. J. Holliday, No. 1 Company, 
succeeded in putting together 61,—27 at the 
shorter range and 34 at the other.

competitors to-day, of whom nearly all tired 
inthemoruiug, ‘She wouthor was very unfav- 
ourable to good scoring, but, notwithstand- 
ing that, the shooting was fuirly good, the 
average of the eight highest scores, being 
59,125, as against an average for the eight 
highest scores last year of 60.5.
